RICHLANDS, N. C., March 10— 
(U P)—The flagship Illinois, giant 
American airlines mail and trans­ 
port plane, landed safely in a plow­ 
ed field near here at 6 :30 a. m., 
today after Pilot B. A. Carpenter 
battled wind, fog and rain for 
nearly eight hours seeking a place 
to set the big ship down. 
The sev en passengers, including 
Peggy Fears, glamour girl of the 
New York stage in y ears past, 
slept undisturbed until a few mo­ 
ments before the forced landing. 
None of the passengers or the 
crew of three was injured. 
Dam­ 
age to the sleeper plane was con­ 
fined to a wing and a propellor but 
was sufficient to prev ent any a t­ 
tempt to take off again. 
Carpenter loaded his passengers 
and the crew in priv ate automo­ 
biles and started for Charleston, 
S. C., where another American 
airlines plane 
from 
Washington 
will pick them up to continue the 
flight to Los Angeles by way of 
Atlanta. 
"Fortunate,” Say s Pilot 
"It was a very good landing 
under the circum stances,” Carpen­ 
ter said. "We were most fortunate. 
“There w as no alarm. The pas­ 
senger were awakened just before 
the landing but previously they 
had been unaw are of w hat was 
happening. 
“Visibility was just about the 
w orst I have ever seen.”

Chautemps May Be Asked to Organize New

PARIS, March 10.— (U P )—Prem ier Camille Chautemps and his 
cabinet resigned today, after seven weeks and two days in office, 
because their own followers in the popular front coalition had rejected 
their demand for ex traordinary financial powers to safeguard the 
treasury. 
W ith his w ritten resignation in his pocket, Chautemps faced the 
Chamber of Deputies today to make a ministerial declaration in which 
he announced that Socialists and# 
— 
Communists of the popular front 
coalition refused to support him. 
He said th at unless they changed 
their minds, he would resign. 
Socialists a nd Communists re­ 
mained unmoved. 
With a gesture 
of disgust, Chautemps left the tri­ 
bune, waved to his cabinet minis­ 
ters to follow him and at an in­ 
formal meeting in a chamber ante­ 
room the cabinet made its final 
decision. 
Members went at once to the 
Elysee palace where President Al­ 
bert 
Lebrun 
was 
waiting, 
and 
there Chautemps handed the P res­ 
ident the resignation. 
New Cabinet Sought 
Lebrun began consultations at 
once with political leaders in hope 
of selecting a new prem ier—per­ 
haps Chautemps himself—by to­ 
night, so th at a reorganized minis­ 
try could face Parliam ent not later 
than the middle of nex t week to 
make its declaration and seek a 
vote of confidence. 
Last week the government ob­ 
tained parliam entary approval for 
a gigantic rearm am ent program, 
entailing the provision of an aut­ 
onomous defense fund. 
This m eant a national defense 
loan of some $47 5,000,000. 
Con­ 
siderable doubt was entertained in 
money m arkets whether the loan 
would prove attractive writh the 
Communists still in the coalition 
and the Franc weakened.

formal meeting in a chamber ante­ 
room the cabinet made its final 
decision.

Theodor v on Karman, of the Cali­ 
fornia Institute of Technology, and 
his assistants. 
Instructions from the Nav y De­ 
partm ent to prepare plans, not 
only for this type dirigible but oth­ 
ers as well, hav e come following a 
lo n g series of conferences between 
Western technicians and the nav y 
officials in the East. 
So confident are nav al authori­ 
ties that Congress will authorize 
construction of lighter - than - air 
craft, that they felt justified in 
ordering the preparations of plans. 


Basic Program Outlined 
Dr. v on Karman will hav e as his 
principal associate in the prepara­ 
tion of plans Dr. William F. Du­ 
rand 
of 
Stanford 
Univ ersity. 
During recent conferences held in 
the East, a number of lines were 
laid down for the preparations of 
the plans which the two men will 
follow. 
They hav e been instructed spe­ 
cially to make calculations de­ 
signed to av oid structural break*, 
down. 
While Dr. v on Karman was in 
the East, he attended meetings of 
the Institute of Aeronautical Sci­ 
ences, presided ov er by Dr. Clark 
Milikan, 
the 
retiring 
president, 
also of the California Institute of 
Technology. 
Later, at conferences with the 
Department 
of 
Commerce 
in 
Washington, the question of air­ 
worthiness r e g u l a t i o n s was 
weighed carefully. 
Still later, at 
the request of the nav y. 
Dr. v on 
Karman went to Langley Field for 
still further conferences with those 
who hav e had the most experience 
with the nav y dirigibles in the 
past. 
Plans to Be Studied In April 
The new airship specifications 
that Dr. v on Karman has been 
asked to prepare will be presented 
to a general aeronautical confer­ 
ence in April. 
Inv estigations at the Guggen­ 
heim Airship Laboratory at Akron 
for the nav y hav e dev eloped such 
important results in connection 
with the question of airships in 
gusts of wind that Dr. v on Kar­ 
man recommended the nav y con­ 
tinue wi# i the research.

The sale of stamps for this year, 
which began July 1, is expected to 
approximate 650,000, officials said. 
The stamps are on sale at ev ery 
postoffice in the country.

Demo crats. 
Belief th a t Mr. Roosevelt wou ld 
no t propose fu rther legislation to 
congress at this session is fou nded 
no t only on his recently ado pted 
“hands o ff” policy bu t on sta te ­ 
ments made by the President to 
individu al legislators. 
Even so, it 
is likely th a t a flood control bill 
will be offered in congress Vvith 
White Hou se approval some time 
this month. 
Bills on Way

In a second decision the court 
ruled that Ferguson must remit 
sales tax rev enues 
to Cleveland 
hosp itals seeking p ay ment of bills

comp elling the state to deduct from 
the county 's allocation the sums 
owing the hosp itals.

EMERGENCY GRANT 
The big step -up to $170,000,000 in 
I March was made p ossible by the recent 
“emergency grant” of $250,000,000. This 
was an emergency grant in every sense 
of the word. Without it, relief rolls would 
have been held down to around $80,000,- 
000 a month— or about one-half what they 
are in March. 
Two factors to be kep t in mind regard- 
| ing relief during the next few months are: 
1. The decline 
in emp loyment has 
leveled off, but at the same time, few men 
already unemp loyed are finding new jobs. 
So with savings dep leted, more are being 
added to relief rolls. 
2. In addition to WPA relief, which is 
sup p lied 
by the 
Federal 
Government, 
States, cities and counties arc bearing a 
heavy burden, namely about 1,9 00,000 
men at a cost of $50,000,000 monthly. 
To lighten this load, WPA has absorb­ 
ed 500,000 of these local jobless during 
the last two months. 
But demand for aid 
is so great that this 500,000 hole in the 
local rolls now has been filled by a rush 
of 700,000 more jobless.

Finally, one child died 
and it was found that they were all 
suffering from trichiniasis due to 
the infection of their sausages. 
Trichiniasis is due to a small 
worm which gets into the muscles 
of domestic animals. It is esp ecial­ 


ly likely to attack p ork. 
Unless 
the meat is thoroughly cured or 
cooked these worms are not killed 
and will go out into the tissues and 
muscles of anyone who eats such 
meat. 
Disease Widespread 
The magazine from which I ab­ 
stract this rep ort, says that the 
disease is widesp read: th at there 
are “seventeen million estimated 
U. S. victims." I do not know who 
made this estimation, but it seems 
extremely high. 
For instance, in 
Ohio the disease has been rep ort- 
able since 19 28, and from that date 
until March, 19 36, there were 9 6 
cases rep orted. 
If every state had 
as high a number and the rep orted 
cases 
rep resented 
only 
half 
of 
those which actually occurred, it 
would mean less than 10,000 cases 
in eight years. 
Reliable statistics 
are, however, notably lacking. 
The condition calls attention to 
the fact that there is a great deal 
of meat p ut on the m arket which 
does not undergo careful insp ec­ 
tion. Meat is not federally insp ect­ 
ed unless it is carried from state to 
state, or unless the butcher makes 
request for federal insp ection. 
In 
many states irresp onsible p rivate 
butchers and p ackers bootleg unin­ 
sp ected meat to cheap restaurant 
and butcher shop s, and ep idemics 
of this kind could easily result 
from this p ractice. 
Even carefully insp ected meat 
may have enough trichina to cause 
an ep idemic. So Hygeia. the health 
magazine, warns “Pink p ork is 
dangerous and should never be 
eaten. 
Raw p ork must be cooked 
until white.” 
The United States 
is the most trichinous country m 
the world.

Ohio the disease has been report- 
able since 1928, and from that date 
until March, 1936, there were 96 
cases reported. If every state had 
as high a number and the reported

those which actually occurred, it 
would mean less than 10,000 cases 
In eight years. 
Reliable statistics 
are, however, notably lacking. 
The condition calls attention to 
the fact that there is a great deal 
of meat put on the market which 
does not undergo careful inspec­ 
tion. Meat is not federally inspect­ 
ed unless it is carried from state to 
state, or unless the butcher makes 
request for federal inspection. 
In 
many states irresponsible private 
butchers and packers bootleg unin­ 
spected meat to cheap restaurant 
and butcher shops, and epidemics 
of this kind could easily result 
from this practice. 
Even carefully inspected meat 
may have enough trichina to cause 
an epidemic. So Hygeia, the health 
magazine, warns “Pink pork is 
dangerous and should never be 
eaten. 
Raw pork must be cooked 
until white.”
